You are hereby notified to meet at Church Hall 
in said Lyme on Tuesday the 12th day of March 
next at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
reports of the town officers as printed. 


3. To see what order the town will adopt in 
relation to the Savings Bank tax, the railroad tax, 
auto permit fees, interest and divident tax and in- 
surance tax the ensuing year. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
thought necessary for making and repairing high- 
ways and bridges the ensuing year. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise such sums 
of money as recommended by the selectmen for the 
purpose of graveling the following highways: 
$500.00 on the road leading from Wm. H. Thomp- 
son’s to Edd Webb’s, $500.00 for the road leading 
from Lyme Center to Dorchester, $200.00 on the 
road leading from East Thetford bridge to C. S. 
Steele’s, $800.00 on the road leading from Frank 
Bonnett’s to Orford. 

6. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the highway leading from river road to gristmill, 
also the highway leading from Ernest Messier’s to 
the Lamberts and to appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 a year for the purpose of graveling the 
river road from Hanover line to East Thetford 
bridge until put in good condition. 

7. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
for the support of the Town Library for the ensuing 
year. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to allow bank 
discount on all taxes paid before Nov. Ist, 1929. 

9. To see how much money the town will vote 
for improvements in the cemeteries. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $200.00 for the Mary Hitchcock Hospital. 

11. To see what compensation the town will allow 
its various officers the ensuing year. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $400.00 for the prevention of the spread of the 
white pine blister rust. 

13. To see if the town will vote to observe Old 
Home Day and appropriate money therefor. 

14. To see what action the town will take in re- 
ate to mowing the common and raise money there- 
or. 

15. To see if the town will vote to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the merits of a town forest 
and pass any vote relating thereto.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 





To the School Board of Lyme: 


There is herewith submitted the Tenth Annual 
Report of the Superintendents of Schools of the 
town. It is the first by the present writer. 

Survey 

This report attempts to cover the work of the 
entire year since the last annual report. It is ob- 
vious that much of the material printed in this 
report was that prepared at the end of the school 
year, June, 1928. All statistical material as well 
as financial statements end as of that date. Your 
present Superintendent has had only a short ac- 
quaintance with your schools, thus making it im- 
possible for him to know all of the conditions and 
circumstances which have to do with the schools 
of the town and with the town’s business. It is 
therefore with a feeling of reticence that an at- 
tempt is made to discuss some of the school needs 
as viewed from the standpoint of one who has been 
long engaged in educational work. 

The schools have been carried on during the 
present school year with a reasonable degree of 
suecess. The teachers have been obliged to become 
acquainted with two different men within a period 
of five months. This has made it necessary for 
teachers to follow as closely as possible the State 
Program of Studies without too much interference 
by those who are supposed to supervise their work. 
Generally speaking the work has been progressing 
satisfactorilly. The attendance has been regular, 
except at those periods and in those schools in 
which there has been much sickness. On the whole, 
the school buildings have been fairly comfortable 
except upon the coldest days. It is difficult to heat 
buildings completely with the box sort of stoves. 
The buildings themselves will need to be repaired 
from time to time if they are to serve the pupils 
in the best possible way. It appears from my ac- 
quaintance with the schools that the work under 
my predecessor progressed steadily and well. It is 
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apparent that the School Board and the citizens 
of the town have been cooperative and helpful. 
These factors serve as assets from which to Breen 
to even more productive schools. 

The Outlook 

The above considerations make possible an at- 
titude which will do much toward keeping the 
schools nearly up-to-date and progressive. The one 
two-room district schools have done and can con- 
tinue to do much toward building up a body of» 
citizens with sterling characters and inclinations to 
serve their country in the best possible way. Fur- 
ther than that it must be considered that the boys 
and girls brought up in the rural and semi-rural 
communities must compete with boys and_ girls 
brought up in more thickly populated districts. This 
is the age of the automobile, the radio, the flying 
machine. Electricity has made its way to the door 
of the farmer. The housewife in many instances is 
now assisted by the washing machine and many 
other pieces of electrical apparatus. The farmer 
himself now needs to own one or more automobiles 
or trucks if he is to meet the competition of his 
neighbor and to get the best results from his farm. 

Whether or not we agree that these steps in world 
progress are worth while, the fact remains that 
they exist and that our boys and girls are being 
brought up in their midst. It is for this reason that 
the citizens should provide in the best possible 
manner facilities to assist these boys and girls in 
successfully meeting the conditions of life which 
they would find in their world It is not sufficient to 
provide opportunities only so good as those that 
were afforded the present generation. It is true that 
this means better schools and school conditions, im- 
proved equipment, more wholesome teaching con- 
ditions, fully prepared teachers, and closer super- 
vision. 

This will mean for Lyme that she must expect to 
make her school appropriation sufficiently large to 
meet this increasing demand. It must be realized 
that all such monies raised are raised purely in the 
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interest of the boys and girls. It is for these rea- 
sons that slightly larger requests are made this 
year in the budget for the items of textbooks and 
supplies. It means also that the item for repairs 
includes a recommendation for more adequate 
heating facilities at the Lyme Center schools. which 
should be followed as rapidly as possible at the 
other schools which are in operation. 

It has been noted that several of the school rooms 
have wo adequate storage place for books and sup- 
plies, which results in waste of material because 
paper becomes soiled and books dusty and un- 
usable,—perhaps carrying diseased germs. Proper 
book cupboards should be provided in at least 
three of the schools as soon as possible. Two others 
will need similar accommodations just as soon as 
they can be provided. Someone has said that a 
teacher and a pupil were sufficient to constitute a 
school, but it might be said that a man, a horse and 
a piece of land, with a building to house them 
both, might constitute a farm. But the modern far- 
mer would fail to earn even a reasonable living 
were he to be deprived of such tools as the mow- 
ing machine, horse rake, manure spreader, plow 
and the like. This farm equipment is no longer re- 
garded as a luxury but as a necessity so it is time 
that the public schools in any community require 
improved facilities, books, supplies, equipment, 
buildings and environment. 

The Rural School 

The schools of the rural community are often the 
one central point of interest to the entire citizenry. 
of a certain neighborhood. This means that every- 
thing possible should be done to make the schools 
attractive, wholesome, and usable. This should be 
done not only for the benefit of the pupils who at- 
tend a few hours per day while the schools are in 
session, but also for the advantage of the citizens. 
In many communities the school buildings are sso 
equipped as to serve to a great extent the adults 
as well as the children. There does not seem to be 
any good reason why schools in sparsely settled 
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areas should not have ample grounds for play and 
provision for improved school yards. School gardens 
have in some communities been undertaken and 
carried forward during the summer months by the 
pupils attending the small school. These schools 
should have well ventilated cloak rooms. They 
should be provided with reasonably sanitary toilets; 
proper water supply with containers making a com- 
mon dipper unnecessary. The heat facilities should 
be adequate to avoid huggling around the stove. 
They should have proper lighting and ventilating 
facilities. The best of these schools make systematic 
provision for hot lunches for those who bring their 
lunches to school; for a library; for a limited amount 
of decoration. Some go even farther than that and 
provide for the school, usually by entertainments or 
subscription, such equipment as a phonograph and 
other musical instruments. There is no reason why 
the rural school should not become so attractive 
that the pupils would find in them a real joy. In 
this age of population movement to urban areas it 
would appear that the rural school should be so 
interesting and worth while and so compelling that 
the boys and girls as young men and women will 
be glad to have attended these schools, and will 
possibly choose to return to the occupations of their 
fathers. The schools of Lyme are happily situated 
in many respects and by careful thought and pro- 
gressive policies can easily be improved to such an 
extent as to become a real center of interest for 
everyone. It is suggested therefore that progressive 
measures be adopted to bring about more desirable 
conditions in all of our schools with this end in mind. 
School Progress 

It has not yet been possible to ascertain in all 
particulars the quality of instruction in your schools. 
It would appear that on the whole there is a reason- 
able degree of progress. As in the case of all phases 
of human endeavor there will from time to time 
be need for improved methods and more modern 
plans for teaching the boys and girls the funda- 
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mentals—reading, writing and arithmetic. It should 
be recalled that the ability and skills required in 
these subjects are often secondary to other de- 
sirable learning which the pupils should receive as 
a result of their contacts in the schools. Habits of 
behavior, attitude toward the work of the schools | 
and toward the town and state, traits of character, 
should all have much emphasis that the future at- 
titudes of the young citizenry should become whole- 
some and move along right lines. 

Great care should be taken at all times in the 
selection of teachers so that trained teachers should 
be secured and those without too many outside 
interests. Temperjament, aptitude and a willingness 
to accept given environment should also be a con- 
dition. It may be of interest to you and the citizens 
to know that the state is willing to assist the com- 
munity in its equalization fund to a greater extent 
if all the teachers have received normal school 
training and have had worth while experience. 
These factors should all be considered in connec- 
tion with the definite forward-looking school prog- 
ress. The policy of Lyme may well look toward the 
time when her citizens shall improve and increase 
the productive possibilities of the town and enable 
the town not only to retain what it now has in the 
way of thrifty citizens but to increase its population 
so that it will receive some of the benefits resulting 
from a steady. upward growth. There seem to be 
many possibilities for such growth in the town and 
it is through the school that a beginning may be 
made. 

Attendance 

The attendance of the pupils in the schools of 
Lyme has been steadily increasing both as to num- 
bers and as to percentage of attendance. The un- 
usual amount of illness this year will no doubt re- 
duce this latter figure. The parents of the pupils 
in Lyme are to be congratulated that they have 
made it possible for so many of our boys and girls 
to attend school with such regularity. 
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One unforeseen condition has arisen during this 
year—namely that the lumber camps have been 
manned by families having children of school age. 
It should be reported here that neither the state 
nor the town is under obligation to go into the woods 
to bring the children out. It is the business of the 
parents of those children to see that they are at 
least delivered to the road which is a laid out high- 
way, where they may be picked up by a regular 
transportation team. Were this not so the cost of 
transportation would be so great that it would be 
impossible for a community to anticipate the needs 
of such a fluctuating population. It is reeommended 
therefore, that whenever it is known that men with 
families are employed in these distant wood lots 
the citizens all understand that so far as the schools 
are concerned the father must see to it that the 
boys and girls are within transportation distance of 
the schools. 

Health 


several years ago Lyme adopted the plan for 
medical inspection which was made possible under 
the state laws. This has resulted in a physical ex- 
amination of the boys and girls once each year. It 
should go even farther than that, for minor ail- 
ments and disabilities often bring about absences 
and make it difficult for the pupils to profit to the 
fullest extent by their school work. A great many 
of the towns in the state have carried this work to 
the extent of systematic follow-up so that there are 
now something like one-half of the towns who have 
some type of nurse service. It has been found that 
the school nurses have often aided in preventing 
the spread of communicable or contagious diseases 
and have lessened the necessity of remaining at 
home for extended periods because of_ illnesses. 
There are many minor disabilities which can be 
eaisly corrected by such careful follow-up. The 
school nurses have assisted very much in giving in- 
struction in health and hygiene and in assisting the 
teachers in health programs. They often suggest to 
the home ways in which they may alleviate unusual 
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physical conditions on the part of the children. 


Your attention has been directed to the fact that 
many of the towns of the state have united with 
other towns in the employment of the nurse. When 
this is done in accordance with the regulations of 
the State Board of Education the town receives a 
definite return for the cost from the equalization 
fund of the state. It would be possible for Lyme to 
receive a portion of the services of the nurse from 
Hanover were the plan to be adopted. Probably 
one-half of the expense to Lyme for medical in- 
spection would be borne by the state. It does not 
seem possible that Lyme could fail to take advan- 
tage of such an opportunity. It is for this reason 
that a provision has been made in the school budget 
for this purpose. 
Teachers 


Your Superintendent has had too short an ac- 
quaintance with your schools to be able to give any- 
thing like a detailed report concerning the teachers. 
It may be sufficient to say that there are three 
teachers in the schools this year who are new to the 
town of Lyme. It is probable that no school com- 
munity can retain its teachers indefinitely. Par- 
ticularly is that true when the schools are rural or 
semi-rural. Naturally it is necessary for teachers to 
live oftimes at some distances from railroad centers. 
Lyme is to be congratulated that it has continued 
so many of its teachers for so many years. It is to 
be hoped that this condition will ever prevail and 
that the natural course of events will not bring 
about too many changes at the end of the present 
school year. 

Repairs 

Several minor repairs were made during the past 
summer and school year. There are other minor 
repairs which need to be made. The heating ar- 
rangements in several of the schools are far from 
desirable. As indicated in another part of this re- 
port, by a limited outlay each year each school can 
be brought up-to-date in this regard. The schools, 
particularly those located on the main highways, 
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should be kept in a good state of repair, both as to 
protection and as to appearance. It is a well known 
fact that oftimes school yards are made camping 
grounds for tourists. Besides the necessity of pro- 
viding protection against entrance to the buildings, 
the conditions of the buildings themselves will have 
much to do toward making the visitors to our town 
feel that the town is thrifty and regards its schoo! 
children as one of its greatest assets. The school 
buildings which are no longer in use should be pro- 
tected by careful screening of the windows and in 
other ways, so that they may not be used for over- 
night lodgings or storage purposes. All of this will 
require only a slight additional outlay provided a 
systematic plan for repairs is undertaken by the 
Board and the community. 


Finances 


The balance in the treasury at the close of the 
year in June was not large. This fact will make it 
difficult to close the year 1928-29 without a deficit. 
Should it happen that not quite as much money as 
called for in the budget was spent for tuition, and 
should it happen that not quite as much money was 
spent for transportation, it might be possible’ to 
close the year without such deficit. 

The budget for next year has been planned on a 
conservative basis to the end that a sufficient amount 
of funds be raised to meet the actual needs. None 
of the money is requested for fads or fancies. It is 
requested with the idea of assisting Lyme in hav- 
ing the best schools possible within her capacity. 


Coordinated Effort 


That there may be a complete understanding on 
the part of teachers, citizens and others as to sources 
of information and action in the management and 
control of the schools, it may be well to plan for a 
somewhat beiter defined organization. One step in 
that direction has already been taken by the Board 
in providing for regular meetings. Another step may 
be that of formulating simple rules and regulations. 
Still others may include the preparation of the school 
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calendar for the entire school year well in advance 
so that all may know exactly what days and weeks 
the schools are expected to be in session. The pub- 
lishing of a school directory for the Union should 
again result in giving adequate information to all 
citizens as to where and how the Superintendent 
may be reached and as to the entire personnel of 
the district. 


Recommendations 


The foregoing considerations and comment serve 
as the basis for the following recommendations: 


(1) That a systematic plan for repairs and up- 
keep of the school buildings be undertaken. 

(2) That adequate cupboard space be provided 
for the several schools for the protection of text- 
books and supplies. 

(3) That provision be made to supply each build- 
ing in use with a circulating school stove so that the 
entire building may be heated 

(4) That the health work be continued and ex- 
tended to a more complete service. 

(5) That the school calendar for the year be 
published previous to the opening of the fall term 
of school. 

(6) That the school budget be approved as plan- 
ned and presented. 

The cooperation of the Board, teachers and citi- 
zens Whom I have met in my short term of service 
has been very greatly appreciated. It is only by the 
combined efforts of all factors that genuine prog- 
ress can take place in any school system. The ex- 
perience to date would seem to indicate that such 
a condition of cooperation will continue and that 
we may look forward with hope toward better and 
better schools for our community.
